A WOMAN TREASURE-DIVER 


i A woman has now invaded one more field of activity 


hifherto occupied only by men. At Tobermorey, Scotland, n 
scientific search for sunken treasure is under way and "the 
first woman deep sea diver" has arrived there to assist in 
the work. 


The treasure is said to be in an. old Spanish ship buried 


under three feet of clay at the bottom of the sea near Tober- 
/Aiorey. It is supposed to contain millions of gold doubloons 
and similar things dear to the hearts of treasure hunters 
and readers of treasure-hunt fiction.

brought to the surface from this ship in a search conducted 
in 1919. 
The leader of the earlier expedition has trained
